The inventor, who is his 
year, collapsed yesterday from a com- 
attack of bright's 
He spent a fairly comfort- 
able night, Dr. Howe said, and 
seemed much better today. 

At 11 oclock tonight the 
retired and was resting comfort- 
ably. The inventors e¢ondition was 
described as satisfactory, Charles Edi- 
son, the inventors son, told reporters 
the sick man was “feeling very chip- 
per” before retiring. 

In a statement to reporters Dr. 
Howe said Mr. Edison had been a 
diabetic lor many years and, although 
rather mild in nature. 
chronic Bright's disease with 
Mr. Edison also has been stricken. 

‘The wear and tear of time has 
brought Mr. Edison to his present 
eondition,” Dr. Howe said. “He has 
been treated with insulin injeetiens in 
an battle with the diabetes.

Several destitute men were believed 
to have been swept to their death 
when the 8S. S. Rapids Prince 
crashed through a lock gate in the 
Lachine canal here today, releas- 
ing a 35-foot wall of water. 

About 40 unemployed men were 
gathered on an embankment in the 
center of the canal, Some were 
sharing a frugal meal, others were 
washing their tattered clothing. 
When the ship broke through the 
gate a number were trapped by 
the sudden rush of water. 

Some managed to eling to sup- 
ports until the flood subsided. One 
of them, George Sevec, said about 
12 were swept away.

Fer every testimonial published to 
the effect that a given remedy has 
eured piles there are probably a hun- 
dred gullible persons who have faith- 
fnily tried the remedy with little or 
no benefit. 

People are silly and prudish about 
the question, thouch less so than they 
were 1) vears ago. <At the present 
rate of progress the diagnosis and 
treatment of hemorrhoids will be 
fairly satisfactory to the sufferers 
n another 10 or 20 vears. 

You really can't expect pile rem- 
aig to do much good if the patient 
has not piles at all. Rr tabulating a 
large number of cases | found several! 
vears ago that the diagnosis of the 
patient that the trouble is piles, when 
he consults the physician for retief, 
ie correct in four eases and wrong in 
six cases out of erery 19.

AIDING GERMANY. 

Continued efforts are being made 
to remedy the German financial situ- 
ation. The proposal by the United 
States government to sell substantial 
quantities of wheat and cotton to 
Germany on a long-term credit basis, 
if successful, would accomplish two 
purposes, First, it would contribute 
to the strengthening of the statistical 
position of the market for wheat, and 
secondly, it would extend aid to Ger- 
many. 

Representatives of the seven-power 
group continue to ascertain the pres- 
ent financial requirements of Ger- 
many with a view to learning if the 
Germans really require further urgent 
financial relief at this time. A. H. 
Wiggin, chairman of the governing 
committee of the Chase National bank 
and American member appointed to 
investigate the German credit situa- 
tion prior to sailing for Europe on 
Saturday. stated “that the duties of 
the committee on which I am to serve 
as 1 understand them are to inquire 
into the immediate further needs of 
Germany and to study the possibili- 
ties of converting a “mye of the 
short- term credits into long-term cred- 
its.” 


American bankers have felt right 


along that the creation of a_ plan for. 


inducing the conversion of short-term 
credits to Germany into long-term ob- 
ligations would be of material aid in 
bringing about improved German 
financial conditions. 

It is also felt that the German goev- 
ernment might formulate some plan 
whereby holders of short-term obliga- 
might be induced to accept a 
long-term German bond. One view is 
that holders of short-term German 
commercial obligations might see fit 
to accept a German government obli- 
gation. 

DISTURBING FACTOR. 

Perhaps the most important dis- 
turbing factor stock marketwise at 
this time is the apprehension regard- 
ing the stability. of the present divi- 
dends being paid by a number of rail- 
road and industrial corporation stocks. 
The failure of railroad traffic to show 
the beginning of seasonal improve- 
ment has directed attention to the 
poor earnings being reported by the 
railroads for the first half of this year 
and the uncertainty as to whether a 
number of the common carriers will 
maintain present dividends in the ab- 
sence of seasonal improvement. 

The omission .of the common and 
oe dividends by the New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis was a source of 
discouragement to the owners of rail- 
road stocks. The fact that the New 
York Central’ is not earning by a 
large margin its present dividend re- 
quirements has again caused the sta- 
bility of its payments to stockholders 
to come up for unfavorable discus- 
sion. It is also felt that the reduc- 
tion of dividends by some of the rail- 
roads might serve to influence the in- 
terstate commerce commission in giv- 
ing the arteries of commerce an ad- 
vance in freight rates. 

The outlook for continuance of pres- 
ent dividends being paid by industrial 
corporations 18 viewed in a_ better 
light owing to the fact that reports of 
earnings for the second quarter by in- 
numerable companies have shown bet- 
terment over those for the first three 
months of this year. Moody's Invest- 
ers’ Service in an analysis based upon 
results announced by 184 large indus 
trial companies reports profits for the 
June quarter 35.6 per cent higher 
than in the preceding three months.
